He  says  that  some  employees  upon  arrival 
in  D.C.  have  been  disappointed  in  learn- 
ing that  the  committee  does  not  have 
available  lists  of  apartments  and  houses 
for  rent  simply  awaiting  their  selection. 

The  committee  is  doing  everything  possible 
to  locate  both  temporary  and  permanent 
quarters  for  employees  moving,  but  because 
of  the  extreme  housing  shortage.  Tr.  Hein 
says  it  is  only  with  difficulty  and  many 
times  just  good  luck  that  a permanent 
accommodation  is  found.''  Real  estate 
agents  and  private  apar  tmeht  manag  em  snt  s 
of  any  size  are  not  accepting  fon&al 
applications  and  have  discontinued  lists. 
Apartments  in  Government  sponsored  pro- 
jects are  being  assigned  only  to  veterans, 
and  rules  and  regulations  pertaining  to 
filing  applications  by  veterans'  in  K;C; 
ere  being  frequently  amended. 

Of  the  39  employees  who  moved  to  U.C.  to 
or  about  April  1,  2 i have  been  adequately 
hotaed,  . either  through  the  efforts  of 
commi.tteemen  -Hein  and- J'i\3nroe>  together 
with  Ed  Reid,  or^-tiKOiwh  the  employees!

homes  already  owned,  3 in  newly  purchased 
homes,  5 in  rooms,  8 in  apartments 
(2  sharing),  and  1 in  a rented  house. 

The  17  remaining  who  are  temporarily 
housed,  knowing  V/ashington* s fast  resident 
turnover,  are  trailing  moving  vans  hoping 
for  a lucky  break.
